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GENTLEMEN, the time has now arrived, when it becomes our 
duty to make known to you the condition of our schools. While 
your committee would regret that more improvement has not been 
made, they are encouraged to believe that your money has not 
been spent wholly in vain. As this is very properly called an 
age of improvement, should we not expect our common school 
system to keep pace with other less important pursuits of the day ? 
In our repeated visits, we have endeavored to impress upon the 
minds of the youth, the importance of forming good moral char- 
acters, as well as acquiring correct habits of study. It has been 
our intention to approbate those teachers only, whom we found 
qualified for their trust on examination; still, some on trial 
seemed to be far more efficient in their discipline and mode of 
imparting instruction than others. The want of success is often 
more owing to parents than teachers. This will appear less 
strange, when we consider that all pupils are not under the same 
restraints at home. ‘Some being governed by moral suasion, some 
by the rod of correction, and others suffered to be their own mas- 
ters. This being the case, it becomes parents, one and all, to 
co-operate in the government of their schools, and to aid the 
teacher, by precept and example ; to visit them not less than once, 
and if possible, twice each term. Should we adopt this practice, 
each one would be able to judge of the merits, or demerits of our 
teachers, without depending almost entirely upon hearsay ; besides 
it would produce an interest in the teacher and pupils to prosecute 
their studies, which could not otherwise be expected. We would 
remind the prudential committee, that they occupy a very impor- 
tant station as to the welfare of our schools, perhaps more so than 
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they are generally aware ; and as this is an office devolving upon 
each parent, it should be thought a pleasure, rather than a burden, 
to perform faithfully the duties which the law requires, and one 
especially that has been so much neglected, that is, of visiting the 
schools, in order to judge for themselves, whether the teachers 
they are intrusted to hire discharge their duty. 

We would also recommend to have our winter schools com- 
mence generally as soon as the first of November, and if con- 
venient, sooner, as the weather in the fore part of winter is more 
favorable for children to attend. One principal cause of the 
average attendance of our scholars being so smal] in comparison 
with the whole number, is owing to the inclement weather. With 
respect to the T’eacher’s Institute, which has been in operation the 
last two years, we are induced to entertain a favorable opinion, 
having visited it, while in session, and having an opportunity of 
knowing the influence it has on some of our teachers, we do not 
hesitate to recommend it, as worthy the continuance of your 
patronage. It would be very desirable, to have all our teachers 
embrace the opportunity of attending it. They would not only be 
benefitted themselves, but better prepared to discharge their duties 
in school. 

The subject of school-houses has been very much dwelt upon 
by our predecessors, but not without good reason. We hope the 
time is not far distant, when it may be said that district school- 
houses number one, number six, and number nine, are not inferior 
to any in town. 

In taking a view of these several districts, it would seem that 
there was no want of means to furnish good and convenient 
houses, if we only have the will. The small sum that would be 
required to accomplish this object, there is good reason to believe, 
would be more than compensated in the rising generation, not 
taking into account the influence it would have on the future. 
Many objections are made to employing female teachers in our 
winter schools, but so far as they have been engaged in teaching, 
their success in discipline and instruction has excelled the males, 
taken collectively. This may easily be accounted for in the 
shortness of our schools, in which male teachers are employed. It 
appears that the instruction of our youth is confined wholly to 
female teachers in summer, which is an advantage they have over 
the males, who are mostly engaged in other pursuits; and unless 
some course is taken to lengthen our winter schools, the instruc- 
tion will be given up at no distant day to female teachers. Former 
reports, as well as our own experience, seem to justify us in 
making these remarks. 

We have thought proper to continue the same course as pursued 
the last year, in relation to reading-books,—that is to supply the 
deficiency from Messrs. Russels and Goldsbury’s series of readers, 
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believing as we do that these are well calculated to advance our 
pupils in the first principles of reading. 

In looking at the last year’s reports of the different towns 
throughout the State, we find an increased interest in the welfare 
of their common schools. Many have taken a decided stand to 
reform their schools, by making their houses more convenient, and 
rendering such other assistance as is necessary to keep up good 
schools. It would be highly gratifying to see something of this 
spirit manifested in this town. ‘The High school, which is about 
to go into operation in this town, we hope will act as a stimulus to 
our citizens, in the cause of education. It is in our common 
schools, that our children are to lay the foundation of their future 
knowledge. ‘The importance of laying a good one, is manifest to 
every parent, whether he discharges or neglects his duty towards 
his children. The several schools were equally divided among 
the members of the committee for inspection. Districts Nos. 1, 
5,6 and 12 were allotted to M. Meriam; Nos. 2, 3,7 and 10 to 
L. Walker; Nos. 4, 8, 9 and 11 to C. Jones. We individually 
present the following result of our inspections of each school. 
This we have endeavored to do in as concise a manner as possible, 
in justice to the cause. 


District No. I. Mr. Jeremiah Woods, agent. Summer term, 
Miss Elizabeth J. McKean, teacher. JHer instruction was attended 
with entire satisfaction to the district, and as a teacher, is deserving 
of high commendation for the faithful discharge of her duty 
towards her pupils, and the good progress made in their studies. 

Mr. James J. Butrick had the charge of the winter school, and 
although he did not resort to severity, he was enabled by that thor- 
ough course of instruction which he pursued, to command good 
discipline and the studious attention of his pupils, which are sure 
characteristics of a good school. 


District No. Il. Mr. Freeman Nickols, agent. Miss Mary 
Parker, teacher summer term. Notwithstanding this was her first 
effort at teaching, she seemed to be very successful. Seldom do 
we see greater progress in the several branches of study in so 
short a time, especially in reading. The government of the school 
was mild and efficient. Winter term, Miss Helen M. Nevens, 
teacher. Miss Nevens insisted upon her pupils learning thorough- 
ly what they studied. ‘The discipline of the school was good and 
the examination very satisfactory. ‘This district has been very 
successful in having good teachers the last two years. We hope 
it will be no less so in future. 


District No. Ill. L. Walker, agent. Summer term, Miss 
Sarah E. McAllister, teacher. She came recommended as an 
experienced teacher, and as such she well sustained her character. 
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The examination at the close was good. Winter term, Mr. Eli- 
jah C. Stevens, teacher. This school was visited at the com- 
mencement by the committee. The discipline was good, and from 
the character of Mr. Stevens, as a teacher, we may infer that the 
scholars made good improvement. Having clésed the’ school 
without the knowledge of the committee, it was not’ examined at 
the close. 


District No. 4. Caleb Jones, agent. Summer term and eight 
weeks of the winter were kept by Miss H. ‘Augusta Stevens. 
As a teacher, Miss Stevens has few equals. Her government is 
such as to give universal satisfaction. In visiting this school, the 
committee was highly pleased with the progress made by the 
pupils in their several studies, and so general was the satisfaction 
manifested by the parents, that they employed her to teach eight 
weeks at the close of the summer school, supported by subscrip- 
tion. In this respect they have set an example worthy the imita- 
tion of all who take an interest in the education of the rising 
generation. ‘The remaining six weeks were kept by Miss Mary A. 
Nevens, who ranks among our best teachers, and is well calcu- 
lated to give good satisfaction. 


District No. V. Mr. Walter Reed, agent. Miss Caroline R, 
Hayward, teacher summer term. She maintained good discipline, 
and by her untiring efforts to advance her pupils, succeeded in 
giving general satisfaction. Winter term, Mr. Albert J. Robbins, 
teacher. Mr. Robbins made strong efforts to equal the expecta- 
tions of the district, but seemed to fail of attracting that studious 
attention of his pupils which is so necessary, in order to make 
good progress in their studies. This may be owing to a want of a 
more systematic and thorough course of instruction. 


District No. VI. Mr. Freeman Hill, agent. Miss Caroline 
M. Melendy, teacher. She commenced with a determined resolu- 
tion to keep good order, which was very much needed in this 
school, and by her perseverance in a regular course of instruction, 
the examination was very satisfactory, and much to the credit of 
both pupils and teacher. Mr. Ebenezer Taylor was employed to 
teach the winter school, who was not so successful in government 
as to admit of his scholars making much progress in their studies, 
besides an entire want of system. ‘These two principles we con- 
sider as indispensable in keeping a good school. 


District No. VII. Mr. Reuben Melvin, agent. Summer term, 
Miss Sarah E. Fields, teacher, who succeeded in producing a 
respectable degree of interest in her scholars, though she labored 
under some unavoidable difficulties, which tended to impede their

progress. Experience is only needed to make her a good teacher. 
Winter term, Mr. James H. Fowler, teacher. Mr. Fowler we con- 
sider a very respectable teacher, and appeared to labor diligently 
to impart instruction to his scholars. If he did not succeed so 
well, we think it was more the fault of some of the large scholars 
than of the teacher, who were not disposed to make so good use 
of their advantages as we could wish. 


District No. VIII. Mr. John H. Coburn, agent. Both the 
summer and winter terms were under the care of Miss Pamelia 
Buswell. ‘The discipline was good, and the examination very sat- 
isfactory. From the appearance of the scholars in this school, 
your committee are of the opinion that they are under good and 
wholesome restraints at home, which are highly important to their 
progress in the school-room. 


District No. IX. Mr. Franklin Herrick, agent. Mrs. Malvina 
H. Nourse, teacher of the summer term. Mrs. Nourse’s literary 
qualifications are of a high character, and she labored to her ut- 
most, to make the school useful; and if she did not succeed in 
maintaining so strict discipline as was desirable, this may be ac- 
counted for in a great measure, to the ill construction of the seats 
in the school-room. Miss Sophia Chapin taught the winter school, 
who took a deep and lively interest in the advancement of her 
scholars, and we believe that her endeavors were not altogether 
fruitless or unprofitable. 


District No. X. Mr. Oliver McConihe, agent. Miss Nancy 
Jane Rayman, teacher, summer and winter. We consider it a 
very good recommendation of a teacher to be employed a second 
term in the same school. It implies that good progress has been 
made by the pupils, and general satisfaction on the part of the 
parents. ‘Though this is a small school, it will compare favorably 
with the larger ones in town. 


District No. XI. Mr. George B. Glynn, agent. The summer 
term was kept by Miss Mary Coburn, who had the charge of this 
school the summer previous. The discipline was very good, and 
there appeared a marked progress made by all the scholars. We 
think this to be one of the most orderly schools in town, and are 
pleased to notice the general interest manifested here in the cause 
of education. Mr. Daniel P. Bixby taught the winter school, with 
good success. Much credit is due Mr Bixby for the efficient man- 
ner in which he discharged his duty as a teacher,—especially as 
this was the first of this teaching. The progress made in the 
several branches of study, was highly satisfactory. We learn 
with pleasure, that the District sustained their school six or eight 
weeks by subscription, since the close of the winter term. 
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District No. XII. Mr. Sumner Constantine, agent. Miss Cath- 
erine Carter, teacher summer term. Miss Carter deserves high 
commendation for the faithful discharge of her duty towards her 
pupils, both as to discipline and instruction. ‘The examination was 
very satisfactory. Winter term, Mr. Benjamin Kidder, agent. 
Miss Lucy D. Tolman, teacher, who excelled in the general de- 
portment of her pupils, as well as in the thorough and rapid pro- 
gress which they made in their studies. ‘The government of the 
school was mild and efficient. 


In conclusion, we would say, that some of our schools have done 
better the last year than the year before, while others have fell 
short.

It will be seen by the foregoing report, that the expenses at the 
town farm for the past year amount to $342 32, after deducting 
the credit of the farm for boarding the County paupers, together 
with the receipts of the farm and from other sources, as shown by 
the superintendent’s books. ‘There are at the present time twelve 
paupers at the farm, two of whom are supported by the County. 
We have visited the farm, and are in duty bound to speak well of 
the management there, both in doors and out. Every thing ap- 
pears to be in place and in good order. The grain and provision 
compares favorably with that of last year, The amount of stock 
and hay exceeds that of any former year. It will be seen by the 


> > 
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foregoing, that there has been paid for repairs of the highways, 
$243 83 more than was raised for that purpose. The wing wall 
of the bridge near Eayrs’s mills, has been rebuilt, and a considera- 
ble amount expended in district No. 8, for the purpose of getting 
off the two indictments; considerable more than their proportion of 
the highway money has also been expended in districts No. 3 and 
; No. 7%. 

. it It will be seen, also, that the sum of $127 02 has been expended 
in settling the various law-suits in which the town has been in- 
volved, and the town is now free from all actions at law.
